Honorable  Sir: 

We  wish  to  submit  the  Thirty-ninth  Annual  Report  of  the 
Alberta  Liquor  Control  Board  covering  the  operations  for  the 
year  ending  March  31st,  1963. 

Net  profit  from  sales  of  liquor  and  beer  amounted  to 
$24,630,212.15,  an  increase  of  $3,444,018.57  over  the  previous 
year,  due  largely  to  increased  prices  and  slightly  higher  volume 
of  sales. 


DISTILLERY  AND  BREWERY  LICENSES 

One  Distillery  and  six  Breweries  were  licensed,  the  same 
number  as  in  the  previous  year.  Products  of  these  manufacturers 
were  subjected  to  both  regular  and  spot  analyses  and  a  high 
standard  of  quality  was  maintained. 

HOTELS 


BEVERAGE  ROOM  AND 
BEER  VENDORS’  LICENSES 

As  at  March  31st,  1962,  there  were  Four  Hundred  and 
Twenty-seven  (427)  licensed  Hotels  in  operation.  During  the 
year  1962-1963  Licenses  were  issued  to  Three  (3)  new  Hotels. 

The  Licenses  of  the  Pyramid  Hotel  at  Jasper,  the  Hillcrest 
Hotel  at  Hillcrest  and  the  Maple  Leaf  Hotel  at  Lehigh  were 
surrendered  to  the  Board  and  not  replaced,  pending  renovations. 

The  Licenses  of  the  Lakeview  Hotel  at  Cold  Lake  were 
surrendered  to  the  Board  and  these  were  later  replaced  with 
new  licenses. 

The  Queen’s  Hotel  at  Delia,  the  Selkirk  Hotel  at  Edmonton 
and  the  Windsor  Hotel  at  Lundbreck  were  destroyed  by  fire  and 
were  not  rebuilt  during  the  license  year. 

A  total  of  Four  Hundred  and  Twenty -four  (424)  licensed 
Hotels  were  in  operation  at  March  31st,  1963. 

Hotels  sold  during  the  year  numbered  Fifty-three  (53), 
compared  to  Thirty-six  (36)  during  the  previous  year. 

Violations  of  the  provisions  of  The  Liquor  Control  Act,  The 
Liquor  Licensing  Act  and  the  Regulations  resulted  in  suspension

In  all  cases,  owners  or  operators  were  given  an  opportunity 
to  appear  before  the  Board  to  discuss  details  of  infractions  and 
to  make  representations  either  personally  or  through  counsel, 
prior  to  decisions  being  reached  by  the  Board.  In  furthering  its 
policy  of  maintaining  and  improving  the  generally  high  standard 
of  accommodation  and  service  in  licensed  Hotels  throughout  the 
Province,  the  Board  received  the  fullest  co-operation  of  the 
Alberta  Hotel  Association  and  its  Officers. 

DINING  LOUNGE  AND  LOUNGE  LICENSES  IN 
HOTELS  LICENSED  FOR  THE  SALE  OF  BEER: 

This  year  Ten  (10)  additional  Dining  Lounge  Licenses  and 
Nine  (9)  additional  Lounge  Licenses  were  issued  with  respect 
to  new  Dining  Lounge  and  Lounge  premises  in  Hotels,  making  a 
total  of  Thirty-six  (36)  Dining  Lounge  Licenses  and  Thirty-three 
(33)  Lounge  Licenses  operative  in  Hotels  licensed  for  the  sale 
of  beer,  compared  to  26  Dining  Lounges  and  24  Lounges  in  the 
previous  year. 

The  Dining  Lounge  and  Lounge  premises  located  within  the 
Selkirk  Hotel  at  Edmonton  were  destroyed  by  fire  and  not 
replaced. 

Entertainment  Authorizations  in  conjunction  with  Fifteen 
(15)  of  the  above-noted  Dining  Lounge  Licenses  were  issued  this 
year  compared  to  10  in  the  previous  year. 

DINING  LOUNGE  AND  LOUNGE  LICENSES 
(OTHER  THAN  IN  LICENSED  HOTELS) : 

Two  (2)  Dining  Lounge  and  Three  (3)  Lounge  Licenses 
were  issued  during  the  year  for  new  premises,  bringing  the  total 
number  of  these  licenses  to:  (previous  year  in  brackets)

operators. 

Three  (3)  Dining  Lounge  Licenses  and  One  (1)  Lounge 
License  were  surrendered  to  the  Board,  the  operators  having 
closed  their  businesses. 
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SUSPENSIONS 

There  were  no  suspensions  of  Dining  Lounge  or  Lounge 
Licenses  or  Entertainment  Authorizations  during  the  License 
year.

LAW  ENFORCEMENT 

The  Board  wishes  to  express  sincere  appreciation  to  the 
Officers  and  men  of  the  R.C.M.P.  and  to  the  City  and  Municipal 
Police  throughout  the  Province  for  their  efficient  co-operation 
in  enforcing  the  provisions  of  The  Liquor  Control  Act  and  The 
Liquor  Licensing  Act. 

The  Officials  and  Staff  of  the  Department  of  the  Attorney 
General  provided  valuable  assistance  and  guidance  during  the 
past  year  which  the  Board  acknowledges  with  gratitude. 


GENERAL 

A  total  of  Three  Hundred  and  Sixty-six  (366)  Interdictions 
was  placed  during  the  year  compared  to  Three  Hundred  and 
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Seventy-two  (372)  in  the  previous  year.  The  number  of  Inter¬ 
dictions  in  force  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  1,180  compared  to 
1,232  at  the  end  of  the  previous  year. 

Payments  by  the  Board  to  the  Government  of  Canada  during 
the  fiscal  year  for  Customs  and  Excise  Duties  and  Sales  Tax 
amounted  to  $13,060,928.49,  a  decrease  of  $193,827.71. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  Sales  Taxes  and  Malt  Taxes  paid 
directly  to  the  Government  of  Canada  by  Alberta  Breweries 
amounted  to  $9,421,663.10. 

A  statement  of  Special  Permits  issued  during  the  year  will 
be  found  in  Appendix  “B”.
